Three points are being stressed 
by Miss Cora B, Maddox, home 
management supervisor and 
other county FSA workers in 


their visits to families in the Cof- 
fee County project. Two of these 
are familiar and one is new. 

Beginning with the installation 
of the program effort has been 
made to increase the amount of 
farm products and the facilities 
for marketing’ them, 

The second important step has 
been to stress and assist the cli- 
ents in achieving security by a 
“live at home” program. 

With the advent of the Cotten 
Stamp plan has come a campaign 
to assist low income 
ilies make the 
goods which they can obtain with 
their stamps. 

“Emphasis on better ‘“buyman- 
Ship’ has always been part of the 
home management effort,’ said 
Miss Maddox, “but now it is to 
be increased with the stamp plan 
becoming available.” 

“All the effort that has been 
made by the farmer and the gov- 
ernment to increase income will 
lose its effeet if the new money 
1s wasted by poor judgment or 
lack of knowledge about buying.” 

In cooperation with the Ccop 
erative Service Section and the! 
Bureau of Home Economics of | 
the Department of Agriculture, 
the Farm Security Administra- 
tion is engaged in studies of cot- 
ton fabrics, The result of these 
will be given to the low-income 
farm families, so that they may

“While -we are interested just 
now in direct benefits in using 
the Cotton Stamps to best advan-

Weekly dustings are recom- 
mended by F, BE. Guyton, profes- 
sor of entomology, Auburn, from 
the time the first fruit sets. Do 
not use derris, either ready-pre- 
pared or home-mixed, that con- 
tains any sulphur as this will de- 
Stroy plants. Tale must be used 
as the agent to mix with derris, 
advises Guyton. 


AAA OFFERS RYEGRASS 
SEED TO STATE FAKMERS 


The Department of Agriculture 
has announced that ryegress has 
been added to the 1941 Seed Pur- 
chase Program designed to en- 
courage production of cover crop 
seed for use in Southern and Hast 
Central States. ‘The seed will be 
offered to farmers in lieu of pay- 
ments under the 1942 Agricultu- 
ral Conservation Program.

AGRIC ULTURAL AGENCIES 
ORGANIZE DEFENSE BOARDS 


Representatives of ten agricul- 
tural agencies have been appoint- 
ed as members of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture State 
Defense Board to administer ag- 
ricultural defense activities and 
to coordinate these activities with

PRODUCTION CREDIT LOANS 
APPROXIMATELY 3 MILLION 

Alabama farmers, during the 
first six months of this year, have 
borrowed almost three million 
dollars from eight Production 
Credit Associations located over 
the State. Money advanced was 
short-term credit to finance crop 
end livestock operations. 

The $2,918,264.86 loaned by the 
Alabama Association was divided 
as follows: Anniston $173,610.28; 
Auburn $241,440.21; Bay Minette 
$309,623.21; Demopolis $410,345; 
Huntsville $429,971; Montgomery 
$782,293; Ozark $365,190; Rus- 
sellville $205,792.16. 

Throughout the entire country 
more than $200,000,000 was bor- 
10wed from 525 such associations 
curing the first six months of the 
year. This is an increase of bet- 
ter than 19 per cent over the same 
period last year, the increase being 
general over the entire country. 


EFREPARATION ON PART 
OF GINNERS IMPORTANT 


While cotton is growing, Ala- 
bama ginners are devoting time 
tc getting their machinery in 
shape for the new crop. 

The way the ginners handle 
their summer “make ready” job 
has a great deal to do with the 
kind of ginning they will be able 
to turn out, says J. B. Wilson, ex- 
tension agricultural engineer, Au- 
burn. Both cotton growers and 
finners generally know that good 
ginning or poor ginning shows up 
in the preparation and grade of 
their cotton; it affects the value 
cf the ginned lint. 

The ginner who does a thorough 
job goes over all his machinery 
and gin equipment checking the 
bearings, hanger, and other parts 
for needed repairs and then makes 
those repairs, says Wilson, Saws 
must be sharpened; ribs and 
brushes must be properly adjust- 
ed and any other repairs needed 
should be made now and not af- 
ter cotton begins coming in.

PAUL PREACHES FAITH 


IN CHRIST 


LESSON TEXT—Romans 3:21-31; 5: 
2 


1, 2, 
GOLDEN TEXT—As it is written, The 
just shall live by faith.—Romans 1:17. 


Justification by faith is a doctrine 
which lies at the very heart of the 
gospel. It provides the answer to 
man’s age-old question, ‘‘What must 
I do to be saved?" (Acts 16:30). 

“This was a question with which 
Paul had himself grappled, and for 
years he had sought salvation in 
the traditional Jewish way. Then 
one day he met Christ and he under- 
went a_ spiritual transformation 
through faith in Him, apart from the 
works of the law. Because of that 
experience, and because of the 
divine revelations made to him, he 
was able to show others how to be 
saved and how to live a life of vic- 
tory. Among the writers of the New 
Testament it is Paul who most 
clearly sets forth the doctrine of 
justification by faith, a doctrine 
which has brought comfort of soul 
to multitudes, and the conscious- 
ness of sins forgiven.’’ (Olmstead). 


I. How Can God Be Just and 
Justify Sinners? (Rom, 3:21-31). 

The portion of Romans just pre- 
ceding our lesson is devoted to a 
devastating treatment of man's sin- 
fulness, bringing him face to face 
with the question, ‘‘What can I do 
about it?’’ The answer has a hope- 
less ring to it. 

1, Man has no righteousness of 
his own, and cannot by any of his 
own works save himself, “He has 
tried many ways, in every age, but 
no human being, or groups of men 
or women, have ever devised any 
scheme, have ever conceived of any 
ritual, have ever established any re- 
ligion by their own efforts, through 
which peace with God has been 
found and a sinner has been en- 
abled to stand before a holy God 
without condemnation. Man being 
helpless, God now intervenes” (Wil- 
bur M. Smith). 


2. Christ paid the penalty for 
man’s sin by His own blood. How 
clearly verse 25 declares the sacri- 
ficial death of Christ to provide a 
covering of blood (the real meaning 
of ‘‘propitiation’’) which will enable 
a just God to forgive the sinner that 
believes in Christ (v, 22). Why not 
receive it in all its grace and power, 
not trying to explain it away or to 
evade its requirements? Why at- 
tempt to provide some other means 
of salvation when we know that 
“without the shedding of blood is 
no remission’ of sin (Heb, 9:22)? 


3. Man receives salvation by 
grace through faith, apart from 
works, Man can only be ‘‘justified 
freely by his grace’’ (v. 24). It is 
for ‘‘them that believe’’ (v. 22), it is 
“through faith’ (vv. 25, 26) and, 
note with care, ‘‘man is justified by 
faith apart from the works of the 
law”’ (v. 28). Thus God establishes 
the law (v. 31) and yet becomes the 
righteous justifier of a repentant be- 
lieving sinner. 


II, What Happens When a Man Is 
Justified? (Rom. 5:1, 2). 


These verses sound like the uplift- 
ing music of a mighty organ, with 
the celestial choirs joining in to sing. 
“Therefore being justified by faith, 
we have’’—What? Oh many pre- 
cious possessions, three of which are 
here mentioned. 

1. ‘Peace With God.” 


“Through our Lord Jesus Christ’ 
the barrier of sin with all its mali- 
cious enmity has been broken down 
and the believer is at peace with 
God. What could be more wonder- 
ful than thus to be really ‘‘in tune 
with the Infinite’? That is some- 
thing, by the way, which can only 
be true of the believer, one who has 
both peace with God and the peace 
of God flooding his soul. Every sin- 
ner who covets that experience may 
have it—now—by faith in Christ. 

2. Standing in Grace, 

“To stand in grace is to occupy 
the position wherein love is able to 
carry out its desires, To stand in 
grace is to come into such relation- 
ship with the Lord that He may do 
that thing that is in His heart, the 
thing which His love prompts. To 
stand in favor is to be unafraid. Itis 
to be able to pass into the presence 
of One of whom we are unafraid, and 
know that there will be welcome. It 
is to know that to come into the pres- 
ence of this One is to receive, not 
necessarily a gift, but love, and of 
Himself, in a communion which is 
unbroken and perfect’? (G. Campbell 
Morgan). 

3. Rejoicing in Hope. 

The world is sorrowful for it has 
lost hope, but the believer rejoices 
“in hope of the glory of God’ ‘y, 
2). The Christian has the forward 
lock. His future is as bright as the 
promises of God. He knows that he 
will one day see the glory of .God 
revealed in all His holiness, power, 
love and grace. Even now the be-

Railroad Lands 


Ar e Liquidated Says Pow-0-Lin 


Eight Million Acres Given 
Roads in Early Days 
Recovered by U. S. 


WASHINGTON.—A 90-year phase 
of American railroad building 
Steeped in frontier history was 
closed as the interior department 
announced the recovery of 8,000,000 
acres of land originally granted to 
railroads when they pushed west- 
ward to the Pacific. 

Secretary Ickes approved a re- 
lease by the Northern Pacific rail- 
road of all claims under land gifts 
of 1864 and 1870—last and largest of 
the historic grants closed out under 
‘the Transportation act of 1940. 

The Northerm Pacific release em- 
braced about 4,500,000 acres in 
Washington, Montana, Idaho, Ore- 
gon, North Dakota, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin and Wyoming, The land re- 
verts to federal ownership for ad- 
ministration under the conservation 
program of the interior department. 

Value Not Appraised. 

Releases previously approved by 
Mr. Ickes restored to the public do- 
main about 2,000,000 acres in South- 
ern California held by the Southern 
Pacific and 1,600,000 acres in Ari- 
zona and New Mexico held by the 
Atchison & Santa Fe, 

The value of the lands, larger 
than the states of Delaware, Rhode 
Island and Connecticut combined, 
has not been appraised. 

Under the Transportation act of 
1940 the interior department was 
empowered to close out the land 
grants and, in exchange, open the 
way for' the roads to be relieved of 
low preferential rates on govern- 
ment freight and passenger busi- 
ness. The old grants were made 
with a stipulation that the govern- 
ment receive rates 50 to 80 per cent 
below regular tariffs on certain pas- 
senger and freight traffic. 

Started in 1850. 

The land grant system was begun 
by congress in 1850, with allocation 
of 2,595,000 acres of the then plenti- 
ful public lands for construction of 
the Illinois Central road. The prin- 
ciple grew rapidly until more than 
75 grants, aggregating 158,293,000 
acres, had been made. Under en- 
couragement of the land gifts 21,500 
miles of trackage spanned the con- 
tinent. 

Of the original 158,293,000 acres, 
the railroads actually took patents 
on 116,000,000 acres. 


Veterans Still Cling to 


Tough Old Army Mule 


FORT BLISS, TEXAS.—This is a 
mechanized age, and the army is 
utilizing its share of machine-trans- 
portation and power, but motor 
vehicles never will knock out the 
tough army mule. 


That’s the consensus of military: 


strategists at Fort Bliss, America’s 
largest cavalry post. 

Historians at the fort who have 
done research work on the subject, 
say the mule started with the army. 
They base their prediction that the 
mule never will be entirely supplant- 
ed by motor transportation and 
power on the proved fact that the 
animal is at its best in rough going. 

They point out that big trucks 
can’t get through heavy mud, climb 
trackless mountains, or go through 
jungles. The mule can. 

Capt. Richard E. Arnold, who is 
serving his twenty-first year in the 
army and who now commands the 
Fort Bliss mule pack train—the only 
one in America—insists that the 
mule represents much of the color 
and romance of the army. 

Captain Arnold’s mule pack train 
—Troop E—includes 303 animals, 73 
men and two officers, divided into 
four platoons. 

He and other veterans like to tell 
of the feats of sturdy mules in the 
World war and of the times they 
carried ammunition through to the 
front in France when trucks were 
mired in the mud or in shell holes. 


Prisoner Admits Hoax 


In Slaying ‘Confession’ 
LOUISA, KY.—District Attorney 
M. J. Eagen of Scranton, Pa., said 
that Dwight O. Thorne admitted he 
had concocted a ‘'confession’’ of be- 
ing responsible for the dynamite 
slaying of William and Lois Reb- 
horn in Scranton last November. 

“TI was practically convinced that 
it was a hoax before I came to 
Louisa,’ said Eagen, who ques- 
tioned Thorne in the presence of 
local and Pennsylvania police. 

“However, he gave us some side- 
lights I would like to look into be- 
fore he is turned loose,’ Eagen 
added. 

“It was a made-up story,’”’ County 
Attorney M. J. See quoted Thorne 
as saying. 

Asked why he did it, See said 
Thorne replied: ‘Even if I have to 
spend the rest of my life in the 
penitentiary, I can’t tell you why.”
